If it be that the Union suffers so much and gains so 
little from the association with New England, why not 
adopt the maxim of Scripture and lop off the offending 
member ? It is tbe best policy to ent out the cancer 
before the system is infected by the poison. 

We cannot donbt bnt the separation would be equally 
agreeable to both parties. New England is British intus 
et in rule —as moch so, in fact, as tbe adjacent province 
of Canada. Boston is a suburb of London. Charles 
Sumner is lacquey to the Earl of Shaftesbury. The 
North American Review is a reprint of Westminster and 
the Edinburgh. New England women get their fashions 
from Regent street. New England authors sell their 
copyrights to British publishers, and appear in their own 
eounta-y under the patronage of an alien aristocracy. 
New England Abolitionism is an importation of Exeter 
Hall philanthropy and Clapham cant. In short. New 
England is a British Colony, in all except the arbitrary 
distinctions of political classification. 

Now, identity of interest, sympathy of feeling, 
homogeneity of character are indispensable conditions of 
political confederation. In each and all these particulars, 
New Eogland stands apart from the rest of the Republic. 
It is an alien and inimical element in tbe Union. It is 
British by principle, instinct and habit. Why, then, 
coerce it into an association which is abhorrent to its 
interests and its character ? 

The expulsion of New England from the Confederacy 
may be accomplished with very little ceremony. In fact, 
it is already out of tbe Union. Every New England 
State refuses obedience to tbe Federal Constitution. 
Every New England State has nullified tbe Fugitive 
Slave law. Massachusetts has jnst deposed a Judge 
becaose or bis fidelity to tbe authority of tbe United 
States. And these things are done in tbe green tree. 
But let another war be waged with Great Britain and 
New England will signalize its treason by some more 
decisive demonstration than bine lights and Hartford 
Conventions. To effect tbe desirable separation, it ' 
only necessary that Congress shall declare a divorce 
vinculo from tbe faithless sponse who has taken up with 
a British paramour. 

No doubt Great Britain will be delighted to take New 
England to her embrace, for tbe accession will round off 
her North American possessions in a manner to satisfy 
both the political and military exigencies of tbe empire. 

1 he United States Government may avail itself of this 
| desire on the part of Great Britain for a connection with 
New England, to relieve tbe Confederacy, on adven- 
tageous terms, of an obnoxious and infectious member. 
Here is the lovely island of Jamaica, gemming the skirt 
ol our Southern border, for which we may exchange the 
bleak and sterile provinces of New Eogland. Under 
American rule tbe lapse of a few year 9 would suffice to 
reclaim Jamaica from the ruin inflicted upon it by tbe 
insane act of a mock philanthropy, and to restore all its 
original wealth and beaoty. It is already stocked with 
negroes, and nothing is wanting but the sway of a master 
to convert them into useful instruments of civilization.

But all was not yet over. These six hundred and forty- 
seven wretched beings, the majority perfectly nal 

few of the females only being slightly covered, aod- 

sufficiently so to save decency, were landed at Basse-terre, 
a remote point of the island of Gnadalonpe. These were 
Captain Bernard’s instructions from Commodore Prote, 
who appears to bavo been ignorant of a certain previous 
arrangement with the firm of Labens, Collin, and Co., ol 
Pointe-a-Pitre, Gnadalonpe, and of a local ordinance, 
signed Boofils, which designated Pointe-a-Pitre as the 
only authorized port for the disembarkation of “ immi 
grants.” No arrangements had been made at Basse-terre 
for the reception of what onr correspondents style “ the 
merchandise.” The place offered not tbe smallest accom- J 
modation. fit was a mere quagmire, a mud-hole, and tbe 
poor unfortunates who bad survived tbe horrors of the 
middle parage were now crowded together in a pen, pad-J 
dling in mire and filth like cattle at a market. More’] 
than even this, the water of Basse-terre possesses chemical [ 
properties notoriously fatal to persons suffering from 
dysentery, and no other was obtainable. Tbe place itself, 1 
too, was tbe most remote from Pointe-a-Pitre, in the im¬ 
mediate neighbourhood of which resided the planters to 
whom the “ immigrants ” had been allotted. Coose-' 
quently, the former bad to convey their “ lots ” across the 
island, in tbe condition in which they were, without loss 
of time, -a-

That 
society the best in the world ” where more than three 
millions of beings, created in the image of God, are held 
as chattels—sunk from the lofty level of humanity, down 
to the abject condition of unreasoning beasts of harden !

THE FRENCH IMMIGRATION SCHEME. 

HORRORS OF THB “ MIDDLE PASSAGE ” REVIVED. 

From Tl» London Morning Po*t, March S. 

T7UR1NO the brief Parliamentary session which preceded 1 
the Christmas holidays, the Earl of Shaftesbury pnt a 1 
question to the Earl of Clarendon, with a view *0 ascer¬ 
tain whether tbe French Government had taken any steps 
to stop the exportation of so-called free immigrants from 
Africa. The reply of tbe noble lord was not satisfactory. 
He could only bold out hopes that tbe French Govern¬ 
ment would relinquish tbe attempt, and give an assurance 
that every effort should be made by that of her Maiesty

Derby expressed a very strong opinion on the nature of 
* k: s immigration scheme, which was echoed in equally 
■rgetic lunguage by Earl Grey, and by other members 
of the House of Peers. The veteran Abolitionist, Lord 
Brougham, was absent; but early in the preceding ses¬ 
sion he had already denounced the project us nothing hut 
the slave trade in disg'uise, and tbe Earl of Clarendon, 
going even a step further, subsequently, and in the pre¬ 
sence of a numerous deputation which presented him with 
an address on the subject, stigmatized it “ as the slave 
■ trade unmitigated and undisguised." At intervals during 
the last eight or nine months the question has been dis¬ 
cussed in the leading journals, metropolitan and provincial, 
which, with one remarkable exception, have unanimously 
condemned the French scheme. 

Vigorous efforts have been made by interested parties 
in this country, and, we have reason to believe, are still 
being made, to obtain the adoption of a similar mode of 
procuring labourers for our West India Colonies. That 
they will prove unsuccessful may be confidently predicted. 
Wherefore, let tbe following awful narrative demonstrate. 

On the 20th of November last, a small steamer of 383 
toDs, and 80 horse power, constructed to sail with or 
without steam, (ally armed and equipped for war, carry¬ 
ing a crew of 32 men, and displaying tbe French flag, 
might have been seen putting out from Loaogo, on the 
western coast of Africa, and creeping along the shore 
towards Cabenda. Her name was tbe Stella. A small 
fleet of French men-of-war was awaiting her arrival at 
that port. It consisted of four vessels, namely, La Tour- 
mente, La Caooniere, the corvette La Zelie, and La 
Jeanne d’Arc, the whole division being under the com¬ 
mand of M. Prote, captain of the latter vessel Tbe 
Stella bad lost its captain, by name Oddo, at LoaDgo, 
where it seems be had taken 123 Africans on board, aod 
the command bad therefore devolved on her first mate, a 
native of BrittaDy, named Bernard. He found no 
papers, no instructions, no plans, no manifest to gnide his 
movements ; but he knew that he had to go to Cabenda ; 
that the Stella had been chartered by Messrs. Regis and 
Co., of Marseilles; that the object of her visit to the coast 
was to take in “ African immigrants ”; that tbe Imperial 
Government had sanctioned the transaction ; and that all 
he had to do was to obtain a full cargo and convey the 
people to Gnadalonpe, one of tbe French West India 
Colonies. He probably knew, too, that there was a 
squadron of British cruisers somewhere along the coast, 
and may have had misgivings as to tbe fate of his vessel, 
her crew, and her passengers in the bold, were the Stella 
challenged to produce her papers. But the presence of 
tbe French squadron, under such circumstances, doubtless 
encouraged him to proceed with wbat was evidently a 
desperate enterprise. He fonod tbe Stella short of coals, 
short of water, and short of provisions, and the small 
quantity on board of bad quality. Tbe Breton, however, 
is proverbially determined and obstinate ; and CapL Ber¬ 
nard reached Cabenda in the course of a few hours. On 
the 30th he took on board six hundred and nine “ immi¬ 
grants,” ail of them more or less sickly. On the 1st ol 
December, tbe agent of the Imperial Government, Com¬ 
modore Prote,cameon board,and entered into “ contracts 
for service ’’ with the “ immigrants.” Immediately after, 
the Stella weighed anchor for Conguebonne, towing La 
Canoniere; the Commodore having given orders that the 
latter was to “ protect the embarkation of the comple¬ 
ment ” of the Stella’s cargo. At Longueboone, and on a 
signal being given—a signal preconcerted between those 
on board and these on shore—the Government agent 
obtained and shipped eighty-seven more “ immigrants.” 
On the 4th of December the Stella left LongnebonDe, 
having on board a cargo of nine hundred and fifty Africans, 
male aod female, most of them sickly, and none older than 
twenty-five, hot ranging from the ages of eighteen to 
twenty. Tbe crew, a3 already stated, numbered thirty- 
two making a grand total of nine hundred and eighty two 
human being3 on board a steamer of three hundred aDd 
eighty-three tons, though one account sets her at six 
hundred. Let our readers but bear in mind how much 
after-cabin passengers suffer from the great beat of the 
machinery on board even the largest steamers, and they 
- form a faint idea of the torments these nine hundred 
^ fifty wretched Africans, erammed into the hold of the 
Stella, most have endured. For thirty days tbe Stella— 
which might not inappropriately be named the “ Star of 
Misfortune ”—pursued her weary way across the waste of 
waters, and nearly every alternate hour during that ghastly 
voyage, the corpse of a human being was committed to 
tbe deep. Not with the solemn ceremonies characteristic 
of Christian burials, but without rite or prayer, or tear of | 
„ .. regret, were those victims of cupidity consigned to the

ers. At length, that is on the 3d of January of the. 
present year, the Stella and her putrid cargo reached 
Basse-terre, Guadaloupe, and landed four hundred and 
ninety-seven males, and one hundred aDd fifty females; 
the miserable remnant of tne nine hundred and fifty people 
kidnapped from their African homes. One-third had 
passed to rest. Asphyxia, dysentery, fever, and exhaua- 


small schooner called La Nonvelle Active, on board ol l 
which ODe hundred and five Africans were'crowded; I 
eighty-two in the hold, and twenty-three—for want of 
more room there—on deck. She left port at ten in the 
evenmg, bat, in running down the cretk called La Canal 
des Saiotes, she struck upon some rocks, the position of 
which was well known, and foundered. The eighty-two 
Africans in the bold were drowned. Only the twenty- 
three on deck escaped—with tbe crew. The local 
Government at once prohibited the newspapers from pub¬ 
lishing any account of tbe catastrophe, and tbe colony 
would have remained ignorant of it bad not the corpses 
of the victims been thrown upon the shore by the waves, 
to tell the ghastly tale to tbe terrified population. Vari- 
ous rumours are current as to tbe cause of tbe calamity. 
.Some allege that the crew—composed chiefly of emanci¬ 
pated slaves—were averse to tbe task assigned them of 
conveying these people to the plantations, and, as a mnte 
prote-t against the transaction, conspired to disobey their 
captain's instructions. Oo tbe other baud the captaio is 
accused of negligence. Meanwhile, tbe crew have beeu 
apprehended and cost into prison, and at the date of 
advices were awaiting tbeir trial. 

Tbe Stella was still at Pointe-a-Pitre, and it was 
knowD when she would leave. Her European crew 
refused to return to Africa, and demanded to be Ian 
in tbe colony, so humiliated were they reported to feel in 
consequence of the population bavmg Dick-named them 
“ slaver-sailors.” 

The original letters, from which wc have derived tbe 
foregoing particulars, are in our possession. They are 
dated tbe 26 ih aod 27th of January last, aod are sigded 
by several highly respectable and perfectly trustworthy 
inhabitants of the colony whence they are dated. The 
dreadful fact that, out of Dion hundred and fifty Africans; 
shipped oo the West coast, only two hundred and twenty- 
otic reached their ultimate destination on the French 
plantations, tells its own terrible tale. We would, how¬ 
ever, further direct tbe attention of our readers to the 
nature of tbe transaction on tbe coast. Tbe “ contracts,” 
as (Jiey are called, were entered into with tbe immigrants 
after they were safe on board the Stella; that is, were in 
the power of their owners. Previous arrangements had 
been made for obtaioing them. They were packed 
together in the hold, not os passengers, but as bIbvcs 
usually are. Tbe majority were sickly, because the 
Spanish aud Portuguese had outbidden the French specu¬ 
lators and carried off tho strong and the “ likely." Gan 
any donbt exist that—save in name—the expedition wus 
literally a slave-trading one ?

But admitting tbe captain’s approximate rate of mortality 
to be correct, on the Government’s own showing, eight 
hundred and twenty-seven must have left tbe two lormer 
places on board tbe Stella. Private inquiry has elicited 
tbe remainder of the information respecting the number 
taken on board at Loango, which is slated to have been 
hundred and twenty-three ; or a grand total of niDe 
hundred aod fifty. Tbe mortality would, therefore, seem 
have been more than ten per day, or at tbe rate, on the 
whole, of nearly thirty-two per cent. 

For tbe present, we leave this terrible recital to produce I 
its natural effect. We cannot doubt but some member' 
of Parliament will bring the whole affair prominently 
before tbe country, and that the London Anti-Slavery 
Society will also do its duty.

sors are deposed and banished for opposing tbe extension 
of slavery; where public men are exiled for quoting in a 
national Convention the words of Jefferson ; where voters 
are mobbed for appearing to vote for free territory ; and 
where booksellers are driven from tbe country for selling 
a copy of that masterly work of genius, “ Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin ”! A land of “ certain security,” where patrols, 
costing, a3 in Old Virginia, more thao is expended to 
educate her poor children, stalk the country to catch tbe 
faintest murmur of discontent; where the bay of the 
blood bound never ceases ; where but little more than one 
year ego rose the startling cries of insurrection; and where 
men, some of them owned by a member of this body, were 
scourged aDd murdered for suspected insurrection! “ Po¬ 
litical freedom ” and “ certain security ” in a land which 
demands that seventeen millions of freemen shall stanJ 
guard to seize and carry back fleeiug bondmen! 

The Senator from South Carolina exclaims, “ Tbe man 
who lives by daily labour, your whole class of manual 
labourers are essentially slaves-^tbey feel galled by their 
degradation.” What a sentiment is this to hear uttered 
in the councils of this democratic Republic 1 Tbe Sena¬ 
tor's political associates, who listen to these words which 
brand hundreds of thousands of tbe men they represent 
in the free States and hundreds of tbeir neighbours and 
personal friends as slaves, have found no words to repel 
or rebuke this language. This language of scorn and 
contempt is addressed to Senators who were not nursed 
by a slave; whose lot it was to toil with their own hands 
—to eat bread, not by the sweat of another’s brow, but 
by tbeir own. 

Sir, I am the son of a “ hireling manual labourer,” who, 
with tbe frosts of seventy winters on his brow, “ lives by 
daily labour.” I too have lived by daily labour. I too 
have been “ a hireling mannai labourer." Poverty cast 
iU dark and chilling shadow over tbe home of my child¬ 
hood, aDd want was there sometimes—an uobiddeo guest 
At the age of ten years—to aid him who gave me being 
in keeping tbe gaunt spectre from tbe hearth of tbe 
mother who bore me—I left tbe home or my boyhood and 
to earn my bread by “ daily labour.” Many 
’ mile have I travelled, 

“ To beg a brother of the earth 
To giro mo leave to toll.” 

Sir, 1 have toiled as a “ hireling mannai labourer ” m 
the field and in the workshop; and I tell the Senator 
from South Carolina that 1 never “ felt galled by my 
degradation.” No, sir—never 1 Perhaps the Senator 

who represents that “ other class which leads progress, and 
civilization, and refinement,” will ascribe this to obtose- 
ness of intellect aod blunted sensibilities of the heart. 
Sir, I was conscious of my manhood ; I was the peer of 
my employer; I knew that the laws and institutions of 
my nalivfl and iwloptml States threw over him and over 
world was* before me, t&a‘rT& , wealA, l 'fl3’garnereIf ‘treal 
of knowledge, its honours, the coveted prizes of life, 
were within tbe grasp of a brave heart, and a tireless 
hand, and X accepted the responsibilities of my position, 
all unconscious that I was a “ slave.” 1 have employed 
others, hundreds of “ hireling manual labourers.” Some 
of them possessed, aDd now possess, more property than 1 
ever owned; some of them were better educated than 
myself—yei, Bir, better educated aDd better read, too, than 
some Senators on this floor; and many of them, in moral 
excellence and purity of character, I could not but feel,

Southern power, crowns cotton “ king,” and tells us that 
if they should stop supplying cotton for three years, I 
“ England would topple headlong, and carry the whole 
■vilized world with her,save the South”! Wbat pre¬ 
sumption ! The South—which owns lands and slaves, 
the price fluctuating with the production, use and price 
of cotton, having no other resource or means of snppor; 
—would go harmless; while the great commercial cen¬ 
tres of the world, with tbe vast accumulations of capital, 
tbe products of ages of accumulatiou, with varied pur¬ 
suits and skilled industry, would “ topple ” to tbeir fall. 
Sir, I suppose the coffee-planters of Brazil, the tea-grow¬ 
ers of the Celestial Empire, and the wheat-growers on the 
shores of the Black Sea snd on the banks of the Don and 
the Volga, indulge in tbe same magnificent illusions. I 
would remind tbe Senator that the commercial world is 
not governed by the cotton-plaDters of the South, tbe 
coffee-planters of Brazil, the tea-growers of China, nor 
the wheat-producers of Eastern Europe. I tell the Sena¬ 
tor that England, France, Germany, Western Earope, 
and the Northern States of this Union, are the commer¬ 
cial, manufacturing, business and monetary centres of the 
world ; that their merchants, manufacturers aod capital¬ 
ists grasp tbe globe; that cotton and sugar, aud tea aod 
coffee, aDd wheat, and tbe spices of the isles of the Orien¬ 
tal seas, are grown for them. Sir, the cottcn-planters 
of tbe South are simply their agents, and they perform 
their task under a necessity quite as great as their own ] 
slaves perform theirs under the taskmaster’s eye, I would 
remind the Senator that the Iree States, in 1850, pro¬ 
duced $850,000,000 of manufactures, and that only 
$52,000,000 of that vast production—only about one- 
seventeenth part of it—was made np of cotton. Our 
manufactures and mechanic arts now must exceed twelve 
hundred million dollars, and cotton does not make up more 
than seventy million dollars. Does tbe Senator think the 
free States would “ topple ” down if they should lose one- 
seventeenth part of their productive industry ? 

The productive industry of Massachusetts, a State that 
manufactures more than one-third of all the cottoD manu¬ 
factured in the country, was, in 1855, §350,000,000; 
only §26,000,000, one-thirteenth part of it, was cotton. 
Does the Senator believe that a State which has a pro¬ 
ductive industry of §350,000,000, about 8280 per bead 
for each person, would perish if she should lose 
$26,000,000 of that vast production 1 

It is no matter of surprise that gentlemen who live 
away off on cross-roads where cotton blooms should come 
to believe that cotton rules the world ; but a few months’ 
association with the great world would cure that delusion. 
“You are oor factors!”exclaims the Senator. “You 
bring aud carry for us. Suppose we were to discharge 
you '! Suppose we were to take our business out of your 
’ ; , we should consign you to anarchy and poverty I ” 
_..,_uppose, when the Senator returns Irom this chamber 
to the cotton-fields, his slaves should, in their simplicity, 
say to him, “ Masaa, you only sell de cotton ; we plants;

With the commencement of the last year the Quarterly \ 
Review of onr denomination changed bands. Its place ol 
publication was changed and the circulars of tbe publish¬ 
ers announced its new position.

Tiny could feel 
that henceforth they might take up the Quarterly of the 
denomination without the fear and trembling which they 
must experience when the Bibliotheca Sacra or the New 
Englander is thrust before them (if it be possible that so 
incendiary a document as the latter ever gets in the way 
of a slaveholder) that something may be said about their 
divine institution not calculated to aid them in tbeir work 
of self-deception and conscience-stifling. They could now 
feel it to be a safe investment of their money and one not 
calculated to stimulate the peripatetic propensities of 
their African live stock.

The 
patronage of the worshipping South is doubtless of con¬ 
siderable value,and so high a bid for it as that offered by

The 
charges and specifications, with tbe pages of the book 
noted, were read, and with these yonr readers are all 
familiar. The bill of professed extracts, consisting of I 
distorted and disjointed sentences furnished Bro. Long 
upon his application to the prosecutor for more definite 
information, aod which were published in The Herald, 
were not read ; but a number of pages were noted as 
excepted to iD the specifications which had never before 
been furnished the defendant, and which were quite new. 

Upon their reading, the question occurred on their 
entertainment by the Conference, when a bill of excep¬ 
tions was placed in the bands of tbe Secretary, signed by 
James Cuoningbam and Dr. Castle, to which was ap- 
resolutioD that tbe charges, for the several 
reasons given, “ be not entertained.” 

Dr. Quigley argued against the bill of exceptions, and 
Bro. Long, obtaioing the floor, declared himself ready to 
nmneed to trial, deploring the action taken by his friend, 
CoDDingbam, and urging tbe members of the Con¬ 
ference to vote down the bill of exceptions, because he was 
earnestly solicitous of meeting the issues depending.

The Lecompton Villany, which was generally supposed 
to have been “ crushed ont ” by the House, again lifts its 
head and seems to have more than an even chance of 
being finally enacted into a law. On the 8th instant, the 
bill as amended by the House came back from the Senate 
with a message that that body had refused to concur in 
the said amendment (the Crittenden-Montgomery provi¬ 
sion to refer the Lecompton Constitution to a vote of the 
people of Kansas). The House promptly voted to “ ad¬ 
here,” 119 to 11L Subsequently the Senate voted to 
ask for a Committee of Conference, naming on its part 
Green of Mo., Hunter of Va. and Seward of New York. 
On Wednesday the question came up in the House upon 
the issue thus presented, when four of the Douglas Demo¬ 
crats left their anti-Lecompton associates and voted for 
a Conference. This made a tie, and the Speaker’s casting 
vote in favour of the measure carried it. There is scarcely 
a shadow of ground to doubt that some juggle of a com¬ 
promise will now be adopted, by which the Lecompton 
scheme will, in substance, be forced throngh the House 
by the power of Executive influence and patronage. We 
don’t believe the men by whose votes the Conference pro¬ 
position was carried can be relied upon in the final 
struggle. 

The bill for the admission of Minnesota to the Union, 
allowing her two Representatives, passed the Senate on 
the 7th, 48 to 3. 

Tbe Deficiency bill, after being once rejected, passed 
the Honse on the 9ib, 111 to 97.

“ The return of oar dear friend Martha Griffith from 
Kentucky, gives me a subject for my present letter, for I 
do not doubt your interest in her, not only as tbe author 
Sf the 1 Autobiography of a Female Slave,’ but from 
what you may have learned of her private history. O wing 
to untoward circumstances, her six slaves, though per¬ 
fectly at liberty so far as she personally restrained them, 
were not made nominally and legally tree till tbe present 
year. Early in January, in pursuance of a long-formed 
plan, she went herself to Kentucky for tbe purpose of 
making the final arrangements for their emancipation. 
Many of her friends dreaded the dangers she might en¬ 
counter, both open and concealed, and endeavoured to 
ditsuade her from ber purpose, and to act by an attorney. 
She relied (and as tbe result has proved justly) on the 
protection of her friends there, going alone not to excite 
suspicion of her purposes. Sbe found that her agent, who 
had the care of the younger ones, bad been faithfal to his 
trust, and was disposed to aid her all in bis power. Her 
uncle, on whose estate most of her slaves lived, received 
her very kindly and also gave his assistance, though not 
approving of the deed, saying, ‘ 1 know you w ill live to 
repent it. If you bad brought these abolition notions 
with you from the Norib, I should have no patience with 
you, but you bave bad them from a child, aui are only 
consistent.’ Her agent retused compensation for bis ser¬ 
vices, saying that be never intended to take any, ‘I 
always thiuk of you, Miss Martha, as, when a child, yon 
ran along tbe street ol the village, bolding out your baud 
to me with, • Have a peach, have a peach.’ 

“Arrangements are making for ber people to live In 
Ohio, the laws forbidding their remaining in Kentucky, 
where they have property, which, as their mistress-would 
not receive it, is theirs. The oldest mao, aged forty-two 
(for whom three thousand five hundred dollatswaaoffered, 
as he is considered the best slave in tbe country), has a 
wife belonging lo another person; from ber be is obliged to 
part for tbe present, so that even the boon of freedom has 
its pains. I wish I could give you the touching incidents 
connected with the story—the devotion, the gratitude 
shown in the most delicate attentions while sbe remained 
with them, and the richness of their parting blessings. 
Why will not other masters earn a rich reward by going 
and doing likewise ? ” 

Kidnapper Convicted.— Mason Thomas, alias Mason 
Spaulding, was convicted last week, in tbe Coart of Gene¬ 
ral Sessions, nnder an indictment charging him with kid¬ 
napping, or inveigling lo kidnap, a tree coloured man, in 
this city, in the month of Febmary last, taking him to 
the city of R.chmood, Va., and there selling him as a 
slave. The defendant was represented by Mr. Levi S. 
CbtUfield and ex-Judge Stuart. Mr. Sedgwick, tbe Assis¬ 
tant District-Attorney, conducted tbe prosecution. Tbe 
kidnapped Degro, George Anderson by name, was called 
to the stand, hut he proved to be nearly an idiot, and 
could not be made to understand tbe nature of an oath. 
Of course bis testimony could not be taken. Mr. RaglaD, 
or Petersburg, Va., deposed that he purchased the negro 
at Richmond, of the defendant, paying $400 for him. Mr. 
Davis, of the same place, testified that he was present at 
the sale, and recognised the parties. Other witnesses 
proved that Anderson was a free negro, and had long 
been resident in this city. The jary promptly rendered a 
verdict of guilty, when tbe counsel of the prisoner moved 
Tor a stay of proceedings, on some ground not yet pub¬ 
licly stated. The question will be considered on tbe last 
day of tbe term. 

The Woman Question.— George W. Curtis, Esq., de¬ 
livered an admirable lecture on Woman’s Rights, at Mozart 
Hall, on the 8lb iust. The brief sketch on the fourth page 
will give some idea of his line of thought and argument, 
though it fails to do jasticc to his wealth of illustration, 
bis perching yet geuial satire, bis sparkling wit and 
felicity of historic and classic reference. His doctrine 
was radical enough, we should think, to satisfy tbe earlier 
champions of the cause, while his presentation of tbe sub¬ 
ject was eminently calculated to impress those wbo bave 
hitherto been opposed or indifferent. 

The National Academy of Design opened the doors 
of its exhibition rooms on Monday evening to a crowd of 
ladies and gentlemen, wbo bad been invited to take a 
private look at tbe pictures which were to be subsequently 
opened for public inspection. The crowded state of the 
rooms was unfavourable to a critical examination of tbe 
pictures, but it was agreed on all hands that the exhibi¬ 
tion, as a whole, was superior to that of last year. The 
exhibition will remain open till tbe middle of June, and 
we advise our readers, both iu city and country, not to 
fail of visiting it. 

Slave Case in California. —The latest arrival from 
California brings ns tbe particulars of a most interesting 
slave case, which occurred at San Francisco just before 
tbe steamer’s departure. We bave not room for the story 
this week, and can only say that tbe people of San Fran¬ 
cisco exhibited an amount of anti-slavery feeling which 
we did not suppose existed in that city. The case was 
Blill pending, with a fair prospect that the negro would 
be declared free. 

A Muzzled Magazine. —The prevalence of tbe pro- 
slavery spirit in the Baptist Denomination is evidenced 
by the fact, that tbe Quarterly organ and expositor of tbe 
denomination wears a muzzle. This disgraceful fact is 
made the subject of indignant comment in an article, 
which we copy elsewhere, from the Portland (Me.)
